Reading - Wilmington Hospital 


Plan Now Being Organized 


Plans are now being developed 
to build a $344 million dollar 
hospital just over the Reading 
line it, Wilmington to be called 
the Reading - Wilmington Hospit- 
al. Still at the organizational lev- 
el, the hospital when built would 
house 125 beds. 

The proposed hospital has been 
in the procéss for some time in 
Wi but just recently was 
the plan of making it a two com: 
munity project forwarded. 

A site has been chosen for the 
hospital which is 10 acres in size 
and is located on Route 129 in

AS long as men and ships sail 
the seven seas, there will by My- 
steries of the Sea, The most 


of Africa, without a soul on board 
The story still appears from time 
to time in the Supplements of the 
Sunday newspapers ofthis country, 

One of the greatest mysteries 
of all, but rarely hears of, oc~ 
curred fifty years ago this Spring 
when the USS Cyclops, Collier 
was lost at sea, on a trip from 
Barbados to the United States, 

The Cyclops disappeared, with 
puzzling completeness, in March 
1918, A large vessel, of 19,360 
gross tons, she had been construc- 
ted to refuel the battleships and 
other vessels of the United States 
Navy, while at sea, so that the 
fleet would not have to put into 
port to recoal. The Cyclops would

take the other vessel in tow, and 
transfer coal to the other ship, 
sometimes over 100 tons an hour, 
while the two vessels steamed a~ 
long, with the Cyclops exerting e- 
Rough power with her main engines 
as to keep ‘tension’ on the tow 
line. For that day, and age, it 
was a marvelous accomplishment 
@ precurser of the modern re- 
fueling of battle ships and airplanes 
from ofl carriers, at sea. 

The Cyclops had loaded a cargo 
of manganese, used for the har 
dening of steel, in Brazil, and had 
put into Barbados for bunkers 
(coal) on March 4, 1918, while en 
Toute to the United States, She 
left the same day, with 57 passen- 
gers, one of whom was a United 
States Consul, 21 officers and a 
crew of 230, alid was due to ar~ 
rive in the US on March 13th, 
but never arrived, 

No trace of the vessel, no ves- 
tige of wreckage, has ever been 
discovered, It is one of the 
most baffling of mysteries of the 
sea, how a well well run 
vessel could so com; dis- 
appear. 

Harry Boyce, who lived at the 
corner of Woburn and Lowell 
Streets was one of the crew mem- 
bers of the USS Cyclops, He was 
a Chief Petty Officer when the ship 
was lost, with the rank of Chief 


of the Great Mysteries Of The Sea 


the USS Paul Jones, destroyer, and 
on the USS San Diego, armored 
cruiser, which struck a German 
mine off Long Island, July 19, 
1918, and was lost. Boyce’s ser~ 
vice on these two vessels was be- 
fore he was transferred to the Cy- 
clops, in which he was lost, 

And while Boyce lived in the 
house on the corner of Woburn and 
Lowell Streets, and there are peo- 
ple in Wilmington today who can 
recall him living there, there is 
no town record that lists him, that 
the writer has been able to dis- 
cover, His name does not appear 
in the school reco: andthe Navy 
used the place of his birth (Reading) 
as his home, When he was lost, 
‘his mother was living at 64 Emery 
Street, in Attleboro, andpresuma- 
bly that place was listed as his 
home, on his death record, 

But, his gravestone is in Wil- 
mington In Wildwood Cemetery.
